Hospital,  held  in  the  Tontine  Tavern, 
the  28th  November,  1808,  ^ 
JAMES  MURDOCH,  Efq.  in  the  Chair, 
The  Managers  prefented  a  Report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings fmce  the  lafl  General  Meeting  in  De- 
cember 1807,  which  was  approved  of,  and  ordered 
to  be  printed  and  diftributed  among  the  Subfcrib- 
ers.

In  making  their  Annual  Report,  the  Managers 
?Te  happy  to  ftate,  that  during  the  lafl  year,  the 
Subscripiions  have  been  fufficient  to  defray  the  or- 
dinary expences  of  the  lioufe,  and  to  difcharge  a 
finail  part  of  the  Debt  owing  by  the  Inftitution 
(fee  Appendix  A.) 

.  They  feel  it  their  duty,  however,  to  remind  the 
Public,  that  J  he  greater  part  of  this  Debt  ftili  re- 
mains unpaid;  and  that,  to  fecure  the  permanency 
of  the  Inrcitution,  it  is  very  defirable  that  a  mode- 
rate Fund  fliould  be  accumulated.  The  Mana- 
gers, by  no  means,  wift  for  fuch  a  Capital  as  could 
render  the  Lock  Hofpital  indillerent  to  Annual 
Contribution,  and  conlequently  independent  of  the 
public  opinion;  but  unufuai  expences  must  occa- 
fionally  occur,  or  the  amount  of  annual  fubfcrip-

tions  may  occafionally  decline,  and  it  is  very  de- 
firable  that,  at  fach  times,  there  iliouid  be  funds 
from  which  the  ordinary  expences  of  t'  e  hoiiie 
might  be  defrayed,  without  refufin^^  relief  to  the 
wretched,  or  laying  any  additional  burden  on  the 
humane. 

At  prefent,  indeed,  it  is  the  mere  neceiTary  to 
call  the  public  attention  to  this  chanty;  as,  from 
•want  of  funds,  it  is  much  circumfcrlbed- in  the 
good  which  it  might  otherwife  eliect.  There  are 
only  eleven  Beds  for  Patient?;  in  confequence  of 
which  it  has  repeatedly  been  out  of  the  power  of 
the  Managers  to  receive  feveral  of  thofe  miferable 
\vomen  to  whom  they  were  defirous  to  afford  re- 
lief. Some,  whofe  cafes ,  appeared  leaft  urgent^ 
have  been  refufed  altogether,  and  others  have  been 
forced  to  wait  till  there  v/as  a  vacancy,  to  the  ma- 
nifeil  prejudice  of  their  health,  and  the  very  great 
increafe  of  the  difficulty  of  cure.  The  Managers 
have  been  prevented,  only  by  the  ftate  o:^the  funds, 
from  opening  another  Ward,  by  v/hich  four  addi- 
tional Patients  might  be  accommodated;  and  they 
tinifl  that  the  public  charity  vv'ill  enable  them  im- 
mediately to  afford  this  additional  relief  to  the 
aiRlcted. 

The  Managers,  imprefTsd  with  the  conviction 
that  a  Magdalen  Afylum  connected  with  the  Infli- 
tution  might  fave  many  of  thofe  who  are  difcharged, 
from  v/hat  is  alrn'oH:  a'neceflity  of  returiring' to 
their  vicious  habits,  appointed  a  Committee  to  cor- 
refpond  on  the  fubjectlwith  the  Lord  Provoil:  and 
Managers  of  the  Magdalen  Afylum  fome  ycr/s 
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ago  inftituted  m  this  City.  That  Committee  ac- 
cordingly addreffed  a  letter  to  the  Lord  Provoft 
on  the  fubject;  but  no  flep,  in  confequence  of  it, 
has  yet  been  taken,  or  at  lead  no  fuch  flep  has 
been  reported  to  the  Managers.  It  is  far  from  the 
intention  of  the  Managers  to  impuie  the  leafl  blame 
to  any  one,  on  account  of  this  delay;  there  may 
be  dilEculties  in  the  way  incapable  of  being  re-^ 
moved;  but  they  cannot  fee,  without  bitter  regret, 
unfortunate  women,  apparently  deeply  penitent  for 
their  paft  tranfgreffions,  turned  out  to  the  flreets, 
without  any  means  of  fupport  but  a  recurrence  to 
their  former  vices. 

It  gives  the  Managers  much  pleafure  to  flate 
that,  during  the  lafl  year,  none  of  the  Patients 
have  died,  none  have  efcaped  before  being  fully 
cured  and  regularly  difcharged,  and  none  have 
been  difmiffed  for  trangrefling  the  rules  of  the 
Houfe. 

On  the  eleventh  day  of  November,  1 807,  there 
were  eight  Patients  in  the  houfe;  fmce  that  period 
to  the  eleventh  of  November,  1808,  fifty-feven 
Patients  have  been  admitted;  of  thefe  (fixty^five 
in  all)  the  account  ftands,

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The  Managers  lay  before  the  Meeting  a  lift  of 
the  Donations  and  Annual  Contributions  for  laft 
year,  (fee  App.  B  and  C),  by  which  it  will  be  feen 
that  the  annual  contributions  alone  are  by  no  means 


adequate  to  the  fupport  of  the  Ertablllhuient,  even 
on  its  prefent  contracl-ed  fcale;  and  they  truft  to  tbe 
charity  of  the  public  for  fuch  an  increafe  of  Annual 
Subfcription  as  may  remove  every  appreheniion  of 
this  beneficent  Inditution  being  forced,  at  any  fu- 
ture time^  to  contract  the  relief  afforded  to  th^ 
deftitute^
